made by Alice McGill. By request this 
recipe is repeated this year: - 
GRAPE CONSERVE =. 
Four pounds of Concord grapes = #: 
One large juicy orange * 
Two pounds of sugar ¢ 
} Three-fourths pound seeded raisins 
Qne-fourth pound pecans, sliced: 
Cooking time; about thirty minutes 
Yield: ten small glasses 
» Small glasses are the most satisfac- 
tory containers, A glass is just enough 
/ #0 garnish the cold duck, turkey, or 
m- sliced wafer thin for the after- 


theatre snack, and quite enough for 
the family table. 

Wash the Concord grapes and turn 
them into a large bowl. Remove the 
stems and press the pulp from the 
skins. 

Put the pulp in one saucepan and 
the skins in the other. When all the 
pulp is extracted, heat gently to softén 
sufficiently for sieving. This will take 
about ten minutes. 

Meanwhile slice the orange as thin 
as possible and place with the grape 
skins in their saucepan; add a very 
little, fourth cup or less, boiling water 
and let cook gently. Crack the pecans 
and slice; separate and halve the seed- 
ea raisins and keep in bowls for later 
use. 

The grape pulp soft, pour into a 
sieve and press gently over the large 
bowl. The seeds will remain in the 
sieve. The sieved pulp is combined 
with the skins and orange: cook until 
the skins are tender. Then add the 
sugar and the raisins, stirring well. 
Ccok for fifteen minutes over a con- 
trolled heat. The conserve will begin 
to thicken and lest it stick, place the 
asbestos mat underneath the saucepan, 


Five minutes before the mixture is 
done, the pecans go in. Too long cook- 
ing ruins the delicate flavor of thé 
nuts. Pour the conserve into the hot, 
sterilized glasses and cover immediate- 
jy with a thin layer of paraffin. In 
the morning add a thick layer of 
melted paraffin and store in a cool 
Place after marking each glass with 
the mame of the conserve and the 
date.

WASHINGTON, D. C. 


. President Hoover's bad breaks on his recent pilgrimage to the North Central 
States just about puts the final taboo on the far-famed “swing around the 


Circie”’ 

The White House makes it clear that 
Mr. Hoover is not. to refrain from ad- 
dresses outside of Washington, but 
there will be no more tours of one- 
night stands. The Coolidge system of 
shooting out for a single speech and 
making non-stop rail trips going and 
returning is likely to become the 
Hoover policy henceforth. 

So many unpleasant things occurred 
on the Detroit, Cincinnati, Louisville 
junket the President is apt to refuse 
to even talk about traveling for an- 
other. six months. Only under the 
strongest kiud of provocation will he 


leave the comforts of his White House 
study for rain-soaked rides in open 
automobiles. 

The White House ts wired for radio 
and “talkies,” and in the final analysis 
the great radio audience is held ty be 
of primary importance. 

Mr. Hoovers extreme sensitiveness 
revealed itself in his obvious disap- 
pointment over the flop in Louisville, a 
town which will have to be careful if 
distinguished personages are not to 
boyCott it. 

On a day when the temperature was 
95 in the streets and 13,000 people 
packed the Armury for hours to hear 
Alfred E. Smith someone turned on the 
heating plant. On both of Mr. Hoover's 
visitsy-one in October and one last 
week—someone else turned on deluging, 
cold rains, 

Having in mind the rain which 
greeted them in Louisville last October 
—the first they had encountered in 
their campaign for the Presidency— 
Mrs. Hoover. on her most recent arrival 
in Louisville, remarked: 

“Oh, I see it’s still raining.” 


EMBARRASSMENTS AEONG LINE 


There were some embarrassments at 
Detroit and difficulties getting a boat 
out of the mud at Cincinnati. In 
Louisville, Senator Frederic M. Sackett, 
Republican, who faces a stiff fight for 
renomination, was scheduled to preside 
at the Board of Trade dinner. His 
prospective opponent, Representative 
John M. Robinson, was not even to sit 
at the head table. 

George Akerson, the President’s sec- 
retary, blocked that, insisting either 
the Governor of the State or the 
President of the Board of Trade should 
be toastmaster and present the Presi- 
dent. That made Senator Sackett furi- 
ous. Obviously, Akerson was right in 
protecting his chief from involvement 
in Republican factionalism on a non- 
political mission. 

Twenty rows of empty seats just 
under the speakers’ platform greeted 
the President because the 700 internal 
waterways improvement. enthusiasts 
preferred to hear the -Hoover speech by 
radio rather than to endure the rain 
for a walk of two city blocks from the 
Brown Hotel to the War Memorial 
Auditorium and occupy the chairs 
there reserved for‘ them. 

Sponsors of the new bridge spanning 
the Ohio River at Louisville were 
angry because the President did not 
ride across from the Indiana to the 
Kentucky side and Akerson is blamed 
for that. He is willing to take it. His 
position was that the President and 
Mrs. Hoover has been riding and walk- 
ing and standing around in rain for 
three days and that an additional two 
hours of it would serve no great civic 
purpose and well might be dispensed 
with. Akerson preferred not to ex- 
Pose a President to pneumonia to 
gratify the sponsors of a new bridge, 
depot or ice factory in the Philadelphia 
of the Ohio Valley. 

Mr. Hoover’s embarrassments are 
part of a long story. It has been ever 
thus when the White House tries to 


¢— 


be obliging to’ influential citizens in 
various communities honored by 
Presidential visits. It is an old story. 
Some of the chapters are pretty sor- 
did in their reflections on community 
and personal selfishness. Secret Serv- 
ice men do everything their experi- 
ences enables then to do to persuade 
Presidents against letting themselves 
in for such messes, but somehow or 
other the unpleasant incidents just 
keep piling up. 

Presidents Taft and Harding, who 
were easygoing, permitted themselves 
to be imposed on outrageously; Roose- 
velt and Wilson loved the acclaim of 
the crowds and made concessions: 
Coolidge was canny, at times a bit 
hard-boiled, yet through adhering to 
a strict Secret Service program got 
away in fine shape on nearly all of 
his excursions from Washington. 
Coolidge did a lot of silly things for 
the photographers but he was a 
Stickler for his set program of agreed 
proceedure as to what he would or 
would not do in relation to any given 
celebration. 

Gov. Smith tried to adhere to a hard 
and fast speaking program on_ his 
swing through Virginia, North Caro- 
lina, Tennessee, Kentucky, Illinois 
and Indiana. He found himself yield- 
ing to local importunities and making 
speeches he rebelled at writing and 
would have been better off—certainly 
no worse—had he not delivered them. 

The whole thing is part of a strange 
local psychology. It constitutes ore of 
the most difficult problems of a man 
in high place. When Presidents have 
§ecretarie. of the type of Loeb or Cor- 
telyou, Tumulty or Akerson, the secre- 
tary may head off a lot of unreasonable 
demands on the time and the physical 
endurance of a Chief Executive on tour, 
but somehow, in spite of every humanly 
Possible precaution, a local committee 
will intrude some additional stunt, ad- 
vertise it widely and make it seem a 
Positive outrage for the President not 
to go through on his arrival in the 
town. 

It is a thoroughly disgraceful breach 
of good faith with the President. Busi- 
ness men of prominence, women of 
local social eminence, United States 
Senators, Governors, Mayors and lesser 
lights regard the President as the nat- 
ural prey for selfish Personal advance- 
ment and the paying off of old. grudges. 

To say that these blights on the 
civic advancement of the United States 
are the exceptions rather than the rulé 
would be pleasant, but it would not be 
the truth. Two or three cRles could 
be named where things are done on 
Schedule, where local jealousies are set- 
tled in advance, and the city Keeps to 
its promises to the White House. 

Chicago and Kettliikan, Alaska, have 
not been very different on some trips 
where local politicians have nullified 
all arrangements. New York and San 
Francisco have been models for strict 
adherence to a program,
